REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Based on after-final arguments filed on 5 th September 2008, the examiner agrees 
with the applicant that Kredo (US 2004/0161095 A1) mentioning of a "voice recognition 
system" function as a speech conversion module and, therefore, does not essentially 
denote "a second ID or a second password" on top of a first ID and first password of 
Nakai (WO 01/78317). In view of above, claims 1, 5, 7 and 9, which comprise of the 
"second ID and second password" features, are not obviously combinable with Nakai, 
and are, therefore, non-obvious. Claims 2 and 4 depend on claim 1 and are also 
deemed to be non-obvious. 

CONCLUSION 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

1 . Elliott et al, US 6614781 B1 : a system for communicating voice and data over a 
packet-switched network that is adapted to coexist and communicate with a legacy 
PSTN by permitting packet switching of voice calls and data calls through a data 
network from and to any of a LEC, a customer facility or a direct IP connection on the 
data network 

2. Chang et al, US 2003/0095542 A1 : a caller at a PST NETWORK telephone lifts 
the handset and dials a "Remote Access" telephone number for a local caller gateway 
network, the caller responds to voice prompts which may include the caller's ID, 
password, etc. wherein a caller gateway server authenticates the caller against 
information in the gateway database image of the NDS directory information

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3. Palumbo, US 5684869 A: a remote access telephone system that includes a 
telephone station which has two access numbers as the remote access telephone 
system responds to a first one of the two access numbers by providing remote access 
features and responds to a second one of the two access numbers by providing normal 
access features. The remote access telephone system also includes a remote access 
controller that prevents a remote caller from having access to the telephone station 
unless the remote caller dials a valid password. The remote access features includes 
remote dialing a number recalled from a directory memory based on a second party 
name spoken by the remote caller and a remote directory feature is provided when the 
remote caller speaks a remote directory command and a name and the remote access 
controller recalls a number corresponding to the name and outputs the number to the 
remote caller 

4. Nassar, US 2004/0004968 A1 : a web server forwards a user name, password 
and group name to a security server to authenticate and authorize a subscriber to a 
network, using a protocol such as Lightweight Directory Assistance Protocol (LDAP)
